AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 

OF ALBANY, CALIFORNIA,

THE ORDINANCES OF THE

NIA, ENTITLED “THE CODE 

OF THE CITY OF ALBANY,

CERTAIN ORDINANCES 

NOT INCLUDED THEREIN, 

WITH CERTAIN EXCEP 

TIONS, AND FOR OTHER 

PURPOSES HEREINAFTER 

SET OUT, 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY 

OF ALBANY DOES ORDAIN 

AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1, That there is hereby 
adopted by the City of Albany 
that certain Code entitled “The 
Code of the City of Albany, Cali 
fornia, 1958”, containing certain 
ordinances of a general and 
permanent nature as compiled, 
consolidated, revised, codified and 
indexed in the following chap- 
ters, namely, chapters 1 to 28, 
both inclusive, of which Code not 
less than three (3) copies have 
been and are now filed in the of 
fice of the City Clerk and which 
is hereby referred to and adopt- 
ed by reference as if incorporated 
and set out in length in this or- 
dinance under the provisions of 
Government Code Annotated of 
the State of California, sections 
50022.1 to 50022.8. 

Section 2. That the provisions 
of*such Code shall be in force on 
and after April 1, 1959 and all 
ordinances of a general and 
permanent nature in force on 
June 9, 1958, not contained in 
such Code are hereby repealed 
from and after April 1, 1959 ex- 
| cept as hereinafter provided. 

Section 3. That the repeal pro- 
vided for in the preceding section 
of this ordinance shall not affect 
|any offense or act committed or
